Franklm admitted that engineers for
nine years had frequently complained that
they had been unable to see the lights in
Ois tunnel but that nothing had bees
dune to remedy the evil lie further
stated that engineers when lights were
obscured were compelled to feel their
way having nothing to depend on but
their sense of the locality

Franklin said engineers repeatedly late
were takes limo regular trains sad pat on
yard engines

Kngineer Winker sat beside hie counsel
Fruit tOGS this morning in the tame
dejected air which has characterised his
actions since the accident

sake up time to any speed
